Only persistent practice and definite 
Knowledge make carving a pleasure 
and a success. 
diagrams are.of much assistance in 
learning this art. As a distinguished 
authority on carving says in his mon- 
ograph on the subject: “Illustrations 
cannot prove hopeful because the ac- 
tuar thing before us bears faint resem- 
blance to pictures, these being able to

In 
France a boy is required to take his 
turn in cutting and serving meats at 
table as soon as he is strong enough 
to handle the knife and tall enough to 
readily reach the joint or fowl. .Some- 
times he stands upon a broad stool 
made for the purpose, and he is proud 
when he is successful, and ashamed 
when found imperfect. 


Tne Family Bipre. 

The family bible, which at one time 
played such an important part in most 
families, and was almost as important 
a part of the wedding as the cere- 
mony, is now very much out of date. 
It is old-fashioned; and wherever it 
is seen as a window ornament, stand- 
ing ona table where it is in plain sight 
of passers-by, it may be taken for 
granted that the family which belongs 
to that house and bible hasn’t the least 
bit of style, says a Brooklyn woman 
in the New York Times. 

The excdus of the bible does not re» 
flect, aS some people might think, up- 
on the morals and manners of the city 
or the religious tendencies of the indi- 
vidual. It denotes rather an era of 
common sense for which this genera- 
tion is noted in many ways. If there 
is anything more useless than the big 
parlor table bible it would be hard to 
find. It is large, unwieldly and diffi- 
cult to use. It is too large and heavy 
to hold in the lap, and reading from a 
big book on a table is neither com- 
fortable nor convenient. 

In the American Bible society 
rooms, where an enormous number of 
bibles are disposed of in the course of 
a year, the fact is borne out that large 
family bibles are not in demand as 
they-have been. There have been 20 


per cent less sold on an average dur- 


ing the last ten years, they say, than 
before, and those that have been 
bought have been taken by the grand- 
mothers, old aunties, and occasionally 
the mothers, who feel that they can 
not let the younger people begin life 
without the big bible. 

But instead of the big family bible 
there is a smaller size which has taken 
its place and which is really useful. 
This is a good-sized book, bound in 
dark Turkey morocco, and with ref- 
erences and maps. It has large, plain 
type (small pica), is not too large to 
hold, and is a serviceable book. It 
costs $5.25 and really merits the ap- 
pellation of family bible rather than 
the other which has its place in the 
company room. 

Women are the chief purchasers of 
all bibles sold, and at the Bible society 
rooms they form perhaps two-thirds of 
the purchasers.

The Family Bipte. 

The family bible, which at one time 
played such an important part in most 
families, and was almost as important 
a part of the wedding as the cere- 
mony, is now very much out of date. 
It is old-fashioned; and wherever it 
is seen as a window ornament, stand- 
ing ona table where it is in plain sight 
of passers-by, it may be taken for 
granted that the family which belongs 
to that house and bible hasn’t the least 
bit of style, says a Brooklyn woman 
in the New York Times. 

The excdus of the bible does not re- 
flect, aS some people might think, up- 
on the morals and manners of the city 
or the religious tendencies of the indi- 
vidual. It denotes rather an era of 
common sense for which this genera- 
tion is noted in many ways. If there 
is anything more useless than the big 
parlor table bible it would be hard to 
find. 
cult to use. It is too large and heavy 
to hold in the lap, and reading from a 
big book on a table is neither com- 
fortable nor convenient. 

In the American Bible society 
rooms, where an enormous number of 
bibles are disposed of in the course of 
a year, the fact is borne out that large 
family bibles are not in demand 4s 
they-have been. There have been 20 
per cent less sold on an average dur- 
ing the last ten years, they say, than 
before, and those that have been 
bought have been taken by the grand- 
mothers, old aunties, and occasionally 
the mothers, who feel that they can 
not let the younger people begin life 
without the big bible. 

But instead of the big family bible 
there is a smaller size which has taken 
its place and which is really useful. 
This is a good-sized book, bound in 
dark Turkey morocco, and with ref- 
erences and maps. It has large, plain 
type (small pica), is not too large to 
hold, and is a serviceable book. It 
costs $5.25 and really merits the ap- 
pellation of family bible rather than 
the other which has its place in the 
company room. 

Women are the chief purchasers of 
all bibles sold, and at the Bible society 
rooms they form perhaps two-thirds of 
the purchasers.

Physioznomy of an Old Coin Whicb Ia 
Presumably Authentic. 

For centuries past the physiognomy 
of Christ has been the subject of spec- 
ulation, and, it may be said, of hot 
discussion, says a Paris correspondent 
of the London Standard. In the early 
times it was considered that He would 
have regarded it as unworthy of Him 
to use the vain seductions of form to 
assist Him in His mission. The beauty 
of His doctrine was, it was urged, 
alone suitable for a god in the accom- 
plishment of His mission of self-sac- 
rifice. Others, later on, contended that 
the irradiation of divinity must have 
prevented Jesus from being ugly. The 
dispute has continued for centuries, 
and our Savior has been depicted with 
a different physiognomy by various 
masters of the art. The Christ of Ve- 
lasquez does not resemble that of 
Rembrandt and others, but now a new 
image is forthcoming. A Frenchman 
named Boyer d’Agen, who, I believe, is 
the author of a work on Lourdes, dis- 
covered a curious bronze medal among 
a number of old coins for sale in a 
curiosity skop in Rome. He bought it 
for 10 centimes because he thought he 
discovered on it Hebrew characters 
dating back from the primitive times 
of the Christian era. On close exami- 
nation, it has been declared that it 
bears the effigy of Jesus. The portrait 


is a profife, with the head slignty in- 
clined forward. The forehead is high, 
the nose rather iong, slightly pointed 
at the tip; the mustaches are slightly 
marked, and the beard is pointed. AS 
for the hair, it is long and curly. The 
physiognomy, taken as a whole, can- 
not be called regular, but it is ex- 
tremely fascinating. On returning to 
Paris with his purchase, M. Boyer 
d’Agen showed the medal to numerous 
numismatists, who pronounced it to be 
at least of the greatest antiquity, 
though, of course, it would have been 


‘too much to expect they should guar- 


antee its authenticity. The Hebrew in- 
scription it bears on the reverse, transe- 
lated into English, is “The Messiah, 
the King, will come in peace. He is 
the light of men, incarnate and liv- 
ing.” Replicas of this nedal, in 
bronze and silver, are being struck.

It is said that the contest for the 
nominations for the regency of the Uni- 
versity has developed into a three-cor- 
nered fight in the Republican party. 
There are to be two regents nominated 
and Henry S. Dean, of this city; Eli F, 
Sutton, of Detroit, anid Peter N. Cook, 
of Corunna, all are asking for a place 
on the ‘ticket. At one time Mr. Cook 
announced ithat he would not accept a 
renomination, but he has changed his 
mind and now wants to succeed him- 
self. Had Mr. Cook remained out of 
the race it would have left practically 
free the nominations to go to Dean an 
Sutton, but now 
cated. 

A prominent Ann Arborite was in De- 
troit Saturday and saw Col. Sutton. 
The latter expressed the utmost confi- 
denice in his nomination, and said that 
he already had enough delegates to 
land the nomination. 

There is little doubt but that an effort 
to patch up a combination between Mr. 
Sutton and Mr. Dean was made, but it 
fell through owing to the fact that both 
wanted first place on the ticket. There 
is no particular object in getting first 
place outside of a matter of pride. Both 
regents who are nominated, if elected, 
will serve on the board the same iength 
of time, and no advantage goes to 
either. 

The program now seems to be, since 
Col. Sutton refused to enter the Combi- 
nation, for the Dean ‘forces to run 
against Mr. Sutton for first place on the 
ticket, and failing in this to accept the 
second place. 

Col. Judson now has the opportunity 
of his life to establish his claim of grad- 
uation from county politics and being 
a most important factor in state con- 
ventions. The Republican party cf 
Washtenaw has shoved: on his shoul- 
ders the responsibility of landing the 
nomination for Mr. Dean. He is placed 
in a most tickiish position. If Mr. Dean 
is not nominated, Mr. Judson’s political 
enemies are sure to charge han with 
treachery and say that if an anti-Jud- 
son delegaition had been sent to the 
convention they would have accomplish- 
ed more. If Mr: Dean nominated, 
Mr. Judson will be entitied to ali 
credit.

LOST AND REGAINED. 


In connection with the entertainment 
to be given on Washington’s birthday, 
by the Mt. Vernon Ladies’ Asociation 
and the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, conjointly, it might be 1n- 
teresting to give some account of the 
work that has been undertaken at Mt.

At Rivolto, near Arco, three persons 
recently died in the same house of 
pneumonia.

parrots had died of acute pneumonia, 
and there is no doubt in the minds of 
the medical men concerned that the 
three human beings took the disease 
from the birds. This is not the first 
occasion on which it has been estab- 
lished beyond doubt that men had 
taken the infection of dangerous dis- 
eases from parrots. 


Where Rubber Most Abounds. 

The principal rubber-producing re- 
gion.is the valley of the Amazon, the 
| greater. portion of the rubber of com- 
-merce coming from Brazil, Venezuela 
and the United States of Colombia. 
Much, however, is contributed by Cen- 
tral America and Mexico.. The product 
of Africa is steadily increasing, and 
the planting of many thousands of rub- 
ber trees in India under government 
supervision will soon place that coun- 
try prominently in the list of rubber- 
growing lands.

LOST AND REGAINED. 


In connection with the entertainment 
to be given on Washington’s birthday, 
by the Mt. Vernon. Ladies’ Asociation 
and the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, conjointly, it might be 1n- 
teresting to give some account of the 
work that has been undertaken at Mt. 
Vernon by the vice regent for Michigan, 
for the present year. This involves a 
brief retrospect so as to explain how the 
care of the main hali at Mt. Vernon, 
which had been committed to Mrs. 
Chancellor Farnsworth—the first vice 
regent for Miichigan--was lost and then 
regained ‘by Michigan. 

After Mrs. Farnsworth’s resignation 
in 1875—in consequence of her removing 
from the state—there was an interval 
of ten years ‘when Michigan was with- 
out representation on the board of re- 
gents. In this intervai the charge of 
the main hall was transferred to the 
vice regent for Alabama. When the 
present vice regent for Michigan was 
appointed in 1885, she could only tacitly 
accept the situation, and as there was 
no ‘work for ‘her in the ‘‘mission’’ prop- 
er, She turned her attention to outside 
restorations. Among these were the 
restoration of the ‘‘old 'tomb,’’ rebuild- 
ing the ‘coach house, fitting up a Michi- 
gan state bedroom in the spinning 
house, etc. : 

Two years ago the restoration of the 
main hall was condemned by the house 
committee as inaccurate, and ‘the vice 
regent for Alabama, who had only held 
the office a year’ or two, having been 
appointed as her mother’s successor, ui- 
dertook to raise funds in her state io 
have the work done over, A fall from 
her hore interrupted her plans and led 
to her own tragic death. “So, when the 
council met at Mt. Vernon in May, 1898, 
there were only sad memorials of the 
Short life and tragic end of the young- 
est member of the board, and her un- 
finished work to be taken up ‘by an- 
other, in place of her graceful presence 
and completed task. When the question 
arose ‘as to who would assume the re- 
sponsibility” of the restoration of 
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the

The offer met with a 
hearty response, and the board voted to 
restore the charge of the main halls to 
Michigan.

are there and can give the correct ad- 
dress. The trip was rather tough on 
most of the boys, and it was not very 
enjoyable to any of us. We broke camp 
at Savannah on Wednesday forencon, 
Jan. 25th. From there to ihe wharf was 
about three miles and was very casy 
to make. We got there at 5 p. mM., un- 


loaded our knapsacks, which were haul» 


ed from camp to boat in wagons, and 
took them, with our guns, belts! 
scabbards, haversacks, canteen and 
blanket rolls aboard;-quite a load in ail. 
These we had to keep with us and isok 
after ourselves. The men were Icaded 
ar 8 p. m., and from then until rorn- 


ing, at 7 o’clock, the other effects were 


loaded by negroes. The city is 22 miles 
from the coast, and we started the 
morning of the 26th and had just gone 
a quarter of a mile when we stuck in 
the mud. There we iay until the next 
morning’ at 8 a. m. This day we went 
half a mile more, and Were stuck in the 
mud for another 24 hours. he next 
morning another pilot got us out all 
right, after we had stepped off on light- 
ers to raise the boai. There was grite 
a high tide blowing in from the coast, 
and with high tide gave us two feet 
wore than usual, so we had an easy 
time getting away from there. 

When we got to the bay the trouble 
began. It was rather tougn. The boys 
began to get sea sick. We left the bay 
at noon, and as it was not exactly 
smooth several of the boys heaved their 
dinners. 
til the next morning, and as the bkoat 
was not loaded properly it caused ccn- 
siderable trouble. As much as could be 
was put into the hold and the rest cn 
deck. The troops were on the second 
and third decks, just above the hold. 
The mules were on the main deck, and 
on the roof above them and the cabin 
were tents, cots, uniforms: and a few 
Other articles. It was very well 
fastened, in fact it was as poor a job 
as I ever saw, and after sliding hack 
and forth awhile it broke through on 
the mules, and overboard went the most 
One mule was killed outright and 
two injured so badly that they had to be 
killed and thrown overboard. ‘There 
was a terribie racket for a while, caused 
by men shouting and mules screaming. 
One man had his leg ‘slightly bruised 
and another this fingers smashed. It 
was a very lucKy escape from a serious 
accident. From that time. on it was 
very pleasant weather. The ocean is 
green, while the lakes are blue. The 
sea gulls are the seme as seen on fresh 
water. We saw dolphins (fish) which 
have a head similar to a hog’s and a 
fin called the dorsal fin, which sticks 
up through the water ‘when they swim 
near the surface. They keep together 
in schools. When a vessel strikes a 
school of them, they jump out of. the 
water, probably to get out of the way. 
They are very quick, like all others that 


not 


‘we saw. The flying tish are seen in 


great numbers, large and small. They 
fly quite a distance through the air, and 
then drop back into the water. Some of 
the larger ones land on the deck of a 
vessel. There were sharks and sword 
fish, and turtles. The turtles were about 
four times as big as any I have seen 
before. We arrived at this city Wednes- 
day, Feb. ist, and landed, having been 
aboard eight days. If you ever saw 
glad boys you know how we felt. I 
must say, if the City of Chester is a 
sample of Uncle Sam’s transports, I do 
not think much of them. If they had 
been any more strict than they were, 
there would have been ‘trouble. There 
was very little ventilation down below, 
and the ‘boys were up above as much as 
possible. The grub ‘was not good, but 
what was to be expected. The accom- 
modations above, for 1,100 men, were in- 
adequate. After the second day aboard 
we had but one place to get drinking 
water, and from there every live thing 
aboard was supplied ‘with it. The up- 
per deck iwas so loaded that it was next 
to impossible to get at the pump in an 
hour. We could not wash in salt water 
unless we had ‘salt ‘water soap, se we 
had to ttake drinking water, as the soap 
was rather scarce. Although they had 
plenty of lime juice aboard, the only 
acid we got was four lemons the last 
two days of the trip, which we had to 
buy ourselves. It will be a wonder if 
scurvy does not show on some of us. 
For food we had corned beef (horse), 
hard tack, bread (three meate), canned 
beans and tomatoes (once), corned beef 
hash (twice), salmon (once), potatoes 
(twice), soup (four times). My appetite

morning’ at 5 a. Mm. This day we went 
half a mile more, and were stuck in the 
mud for another 24 hours. The next 
morning another pilot got us out all 
right, after we had stepped off on light- 
ers to raise the boat. There was qvite 
a high tide blowing in from the ccast, 
and with high tide gave us two feet 
more than usual, so we had an easy 
time getting away from there. 

When we got to the bay the treuble 
began. It was rather tousg The boys 
began to get sea sick. We left the bay 
at noon, and as it was not exactly 
smooth several of the boys heaved their 
dinners. 
til the next morning, and as the hoat 
was not loaded properly it caused ccn- 
siderable trouble. As much as could be 
was put into the hold and the rest cn 
deck. The troaps were on the second 
and third decks, just above the hold. 
The mules were on the main deck, and 
on the roof above them and the cabin 
were tents, cots, uniforms: and a few 
Other articles. It was not very well 
fastened, in fact it was as poor a job 
as I ever saiw, and after sliding hack 
and forth awhile it broke through on 
the mules, and overboard went the most 


-of it. One mule was killed outright and 


two injured so badly that they had to be 
killed and thrown overboard. ‘There 
was a terribie racket for a while, caused 
by men shouting and mules screaming. 
One man had his leg slightly bruised 
and another his fingers smashed. It 
was a very lucky escape from a serious 


accident. From that time on it was 
very pleasant weather. The ocean is 
green, while the lakes are blue. The 


sea gulls are the seme as seen on fresh 
water. We saw Golphins (fish) which 
have a head similar to a hog’s and a 
fin called the dorsal fin, which sticks 
up through the water when they swim 
They keep together 
in schools. When a vessel strikes a 
school of them, they jump out of the 
water, probably to get out of the way. 
They are very quick, like all others that 
‘we saw. The flying tish are seen in 
great numbers, large and small. They 
fly quite a distance through the air, and 
then drop back into the water. Some of 
the larger ones land on the deck of a 
vessel. There were sharks and sword 
fish, and turtles. The turtles were about 
four times as big as any I have seen 
before. We arrived at this city Wednes- 
day, Feb. ist, and landed, having been 
aboard eight days. If you ever saw 
glad boys you know how wwe felt. I 
must say, if the City of Chester is a 


sample of Uncle Sam’s transports, I do 


not think much of them. If they had 
been any more strict than they were, 
there would have been trouble. There 
was very little ventilation down below, 
and the ‘boys were up above as much as 
possible. The grub ‘was not good, but 
what was to be expected, The accom- 
modations above, for 1,100 men, were in- 
adequate. After the second day aboard 
we had but one place to get drinking 
water, and from there every live thing 
aboard was supplied ‘with it. The up- 
per deck was so loaded that it was next 
to impossible to get at the pump in an 
hour. We could not wash in salt water 
unless we had ‘salt water soap, sco we 


-had to take drinking water, as the soap 


was rather scarce. Although they had 
plenty of lime juice aboard, the only 
acid we got was four lemons the last 
two days of the trip, which we had to 
buy ourselves. It will be a wonder if 
Scurvy does not show on some of us. 
For food we had corned beef (horse), 
hard tack, bread (three meats), canned 
beans and tomatoes (once), corned beef 
hash (twice), salmon (once), potatoes 
(twice), soup (four times). My appetite 
was very good all the way over, and as 
I did not get sea sick I enjoyed niyself 
as much as possible under the circum- 
stances. The harbor here is a first-class 
locked one, and a person that has not 
been here before would have a haid 
time finding it. The bay is large, ard 
the surroundings help to make it a very 
beautiful spot. ‘All around is green veg-. 
etation. It is all new to us, palms and 
others. Off in the distance are the 
mountains on one side, and on the other 
is a country not exactly hilly ‘but not 
very level. It is rather warm, but not 
as bad as it will be withcut a breeze 
or next summer.

The lecture given at the Ladies’ Li- 
brary Saturday afternoon by Miss Har- 
riett Marsh, principal of the Hancock 
school of Detroit, was one of exception- 
al interest and usefulness. Miss Marsh 
is president of the Woman’s Congress 
of Michigan, and she chose the topic, 
“The Relation of Parent and Teacher,” 
a subject which forms one of the chief 
objects of consideration by the organ- 
ization.

This morning about 7 o’clock, in the 


presence of his 18-year-old daughter, 
who struggled in vain to prevent the 
deed, William: Correy, a pensioned G. A. 
R. veteran, cut his throat with a razor. 
The act was done in a fit of insanity, a 
malady from which Correy has heen 
suffering for 'the past four weeks. 

William Correy and his three daugh- 
ters moved to this city from Coidwater 
in the early part of August. Correy 
was a semi-invalid on his arrival and 
was considered by his neighbors a trifle 
“queer.” About four weeks ago he 
startled a number of people by walking 
through the streets flourishing a re- 
volver, and on being captured and 
taken to his home became dangerousiy 
ill. He finally. recovered his health, 
but still continued in a state constantly 
bordering on insanity, and at times de- 
veloping into it. It was the custom of 
the daughters to lock him in his room 
nights and ‘to retain possession of the 
key until they were ready to give him 
their full attention in the morning. This 
morning, however, he nianaged to es- 
cape from the house a few moments 
after the daughters arose, and he pro- 
ceeded to turn the key on them. Tne 
eldest girl suspected trouble and, climb- 
ing out through a window, ran around 
to the front of the house, where she saw 
her father ‘with an open razor in nis 
hand. Wih cries for help sne rushed 
upon the wretched man and wrenched 
the razor from his grasp. With the 
strength of madness Correy pushed kis 
daughter from him, picked up the razor 
and deliberately cut his throat from ear 
io ear. Attracted by the shrieks of the 
young girl neighbors rush in, but Cor- 
rey ‘was dead before he could be 
reached. 


William Correy was born alt Buffalo, 
N. Y., and was a man of 56. years of 
age. Prior to his coming to Ypsilanti 
in August last, he was a 
Coldwater, where he now leaves a 
father, brother and two sisters. He 
has three daughters, aged respectively 
18, 12 and 9 years old, of whom the first 
has been deaf and dumb from birth. In 
his earlier days Correy was interested 
in horses, but since his discharge from 
the army at the close of the civil war 
his health has been ‘too feeble to permit 
of any active work.

The rays of the sun, with 
their triple qualities—calorific, lumi- 
nous and chemical—are indispensable 
to life and health, and to deprive chil- 
dren of them is to prepare the ground 
for phthisis. In the City of Paris, 11,- 
000 people die every year from tuber- 
culosis, as against 89,000 fron: all other 
diseases. The cause given for this 
frightful mortality is that a large pro- 
portion of the lower-class population 
live in gloomy, unsunned rooms, over- 
looking dark or cold courts or yards, 
and lighted by transoms, or deriving 
their obscure light from other rooms. 
The light of the sun alone is not only 
a powerful source of vitality, but it 
actuates the cells of the brain, invig- 
orates the muscles, increases the pres- 
sure of blood in the arteries, and gives 
the feeling of well being, and the light- 
ness of body and step that character- 
ize perfect health. To show how much 
more efficacious than the administra- 
tion of medicine good air and light may 
be. it is only necessary to take a de- 
bilitated, anemic child, who has been 
living in a coeped up, gloomy room, 
and place it in a good-sized apartment, 
into which the sunlight pours freely. 
An immediate improvement in the 
child will be observed. 
$ The regulation of the sleeping hours 
of: children is not less important. 

aurice de Fleury, who has made a 
gtudy of this branch of hygiene, says 
that a child of from 5 to 8 years of age 
ought to sleep from 8 o’clock in the 
evening to 7 in the morning—that is, 
eleven hours. A child of from 8 to 12 
years of age should sleep from 9 in 
the evening to 7 in the morning—or ten 
hours; a child of from 12 to 15, from 
9:30 in the evening to 6:30 in the morn- 
ing—or-nine hours. Later, it Is well 
to accustom them to eight hours’ sleep, 
and eventually, if the system does not 
demand more, to seven hours. These 
rules are for healthy children. Some 
children are all the better for even a 
more liberal allowance, and those who 
are sickly, emervated and excitable 
should have half an hour or an hours 
sleep after the midday meal. ___, E

MOTHERS WERE INTERESTED, 


Miss Marsh’s Lecture Contained Val- 
uable Suggestions. 


The lecture given at the Ladies’ Li- 
brary Saturday afternoon by Miss Har- 
riett Marsh, principal of the Hancock 
school of Detroit, was one of exception- 
al interest and usefulness. Miss Marsh 
is president of the Woman's Congress 
of Michigan, and she chose the topic, 
“The Relation of Parent and Teacher,” 
a subject which forms one of the chief 
objects of consideration by the organ- 
ization. Miss Marsh’s stand on the 
question is the same as that of ail mod- 
ern educators, and a ‘good portion of her 
talk ‘was simply to bring her hearers to 
a better realization of the practical re- 
sults which come from) symipathy anid 
co-operative action between parent and 
teacher. 

She related to her hearers how the 
present mothers’ congress is the out- 
growth of little meetings held by a few 
Detroit teachers and mothers, and how 
these gathering resulted speedily in a 
decrease of sickness among the children 
and in the general betterment of their 
condition. The plan at the meetings, cr 
mothers’ congress as it is now called, is 
to discuss informally such questions as 
‘Amount of Sleep Necessary for Chil- 
dren,’ “Kinds and Quantities of Food 
to be Given,” ‘Sanitation at Home,” 
“Care of Body, — “‘How .to... Prevent 
Spread of Contagious Diseases,” “How 
Shall Morals Be Taught,” etc. By these 
discussions the mothers were able to 
get many practical suggestions from 
one another, and many ideas and ex- 
planations from the teachers. 

Miss ‘Marsh made the point that co- 
operation of mothers would not alone 
result in the lessening of the number of 
cases of illness among school children, 
and in ‘their receiving better noral 
training, but would slowly bring 
about that schools would become better 
equipped. The kindergarten wouid. re- 
ceive more attention, manual training 
would be introduced and a host of othcr 
wise measures would receive increascd 
support. These results would be ac- 
complished by the mothers in aş much 
as the bestowal of time and attention 
on the school system would result in 
the mothers becoming acquainted witn 
the needs of the children and in con- 
sequence their voices would be raised in 
protest against such measures as are 
inadequate for their purpose, anid they 
would speak for needed changes and 
improvements.

"Light and Hygiene for Cnnaren. 

‘A medical journal says that an im- 
portant hygienic point which is too 
often overlooked altogether ih the se- 
lection of sleeping rooms for young 
children is that of light—the light of 
the sun shining directly into the room, 
and not the reflected light of the wall 
or reflector. The rays of the sun, with 
their triple qualities—calorific, lumi- 
nous and chemical—are indispensable 
to life and health, and to deprive chil- 
dren of them is to prepare the ground 
for phthisis. In the City of Paris, 11,- 

000 people die every year from tuber- 
culosis, as against 89,000 fron all other 
diseases. The cause given for this 
frightful mortality is that a large pro- 
portion of the lower-class population 
live in gloomy, unsunned rooms, Over- 
looking dark or cold courts or yards, 
and lighted by transoms, or deriving 
their obscure light from other rooms. 
The light of the sun alone is not only 
a powerful source of vitality, but it 
actuates the cells of the brain, invig- 
orates the muscles, increases the pres- 
sure of blood in the arteries, and gives 
the feeling of well being, and the light- 
ness of body and step that character- 
ize perfect health. To show how much 
more efficacious than the administra- 
tion of medicine good air and light may 
be. it is only necessary to take a de- 
bilitated, anemic child, who has been 
living in a ceoped up, gloomy room, 
and place it in a good-sized apartment, 
into which the sunlight pours freely. 
An immediate improvement in the 
child will be observed. 

The regulation of the sleeping hours 
of: children is not less important. Dr. 

àurice de Fleury, who has made & 
gtudy of this branch of hygiene, says 
that a child of from 5 to 8 years of age 
ought to sleep from 8 o'clock in the 
evening to 7 in the morning—that is, 
eleven hours. A child of from 8 to 12 
years of age should sleep from 9 in 
the evening to 7 in the morning—or ten 
hours; a child of from 12 to 15, from 
9:30 in the evening to 6:30 in the morn- 
ing—or-nine hours. Later, it is well 
to accustom them to eight hours’ sleep, 
and eventually, if the system does not 
demand more, to seven hours. These 
rules are for healthy children. Some 


children are all the better for even 4; 


more liberal allowance, and those who 
are sickly, enervated and excitable 
should have half an hour or an hour's 
sleep after the midday meal.
